assist-in the salvage operations. The godown 
‘contained new cocoons, the valve of which was 
between cighty thousand and a hundred thousand 
tacls, and these were cartied down, or thrown 
from the windows, A great many of the 
bags burst, and a still greater number. were 
injured by the water. It was only after a 
great. deal of hard work that the water’ was 
got into full play, the. roof having been 
cut. through from ‘therinside first 5: and 
the flames continuedito break out afresh all over 
the roof for some time: . But by six o'clock all 
danger was over, though extra precautions had 
to be taken to prevent the flames breaking out 
again, The fire fortunately, did not extend 
beyond the roof, and the damage to the building 
was there/ore small’; but we understand that the 
damage from water and knocking about of the 
cocoons will not be found far short of Tis. 10,000,
